Uncle Sam is preparing to ©pen up a 
new public playground to the people of 
the United States. 
The national forests—150 of them, 
covering an area of about 1(12,000,000 
acres—are to he made accessible by the 
expenditure of the recent appropriation 
by congress of $10,000,000 for roads 
through these hitherto little known sec­ 
tions. 
A minion dollars a year is to 
he spent by the forest service for the 
next ten year^i in this work, and, inas­ 
much as Hie states and counties will 
contribute a like amount, government 
officials ligure that approximately (1,000 
miles of new road will he constructed 
during the life of the appropriation. 
This mileage will not only make it 
possible for travelers to penetrate to 
the heart of the virgin woods and en­ 
joy scenic pleasures which have for- 
merly l>een inaccessible, hut it will 
form a species of insurance against 
forest tires which has been almost en­ 
tirely lacking in the past, in addition 
to rendering far more habitable the

“The $10,000,000 appropriation, car­ 
ried as a part of the $S5JWO.CXMI good 
roads hill.'' said Chief Forester Henry 
S. Graves in discussing the matter re 
gently, "will mean a great deal not 
only to the forests nm! the residents 
of the adjacent country, hut to the 
people of the United States us a whole. 
It will mean that we will be uhle to 
construct ubout Ave times as many 
miles of road per year as formerly, that 
the interior of the forests, containing 
some of tlte most wonderful natural 
scenery on the continent, will be open­ 
ed to easy automobile travel; that the 
forest rangers will be enabled to fight 
the costly forest tires with fur greater 
ease than formerly and tiiat the rest 
dents of nearly low sections, who for 
merly had no relief front the heat of 
sn in mer. will now la* able to enjoy the 
coolness of the w’oods near by instead 
of traveling many miles t<* some more 
accessible spot. 
"The road problem of the forests Is 
being met in tw’o ways— first, by the 
work of public improvements boing 
carried on by the government In the 
forests, and second, by the direct con 
trlhutiun to the counties from a share 
in the receipts from the forests 
Every 
year the government bus built in the 
forests roads, trails, bridges, telephone 
lines and other improvements. 
The 
national forests have been under ad­ 
ministration only a decade, yet there 
have already been constructed 2.000 
miles of roads, 22.000 miles of trails, 
some OOO bridges and nearly 20,000 
miles of telephone lines. 
Every one of 
these improvements benefits some set­ 
tlers and ranchers. Many are the com- 
munition made accessible through the 
roads, bridges and trails; mauy of the 
ranchers have been brought into pleas­ 
ant and profitable communication with 
neighbors and outside places by the 
forest 
service aud 
telephones, 
and 
many tourists have witnessed new 
scenic delights through the work of 
the service.”

Washington, Feb. 6.—Congress has 
overridden a veto by President Wilson 
for the first time and enac ted into law

immigration bill

fought literacy test provision. 
The senate voted, 62 to 19. to pass 
the measure notwithstanding the veto 
and in spite of eleventh-hour informa­ 
tion that Japan again had protested 
against the language of the Asiatic* 
exclusion section 
The house overturned the veto last 
week by a vote of 2S7 to 106. so the 
senate’s action euds the contest ut 
twenty years in 
which three prest 
dents have 
repudiated 
similar bills 
passed by congress. 
The 
international 
situation 
was 
brought into tho closing debate in the 
senate. Senator Heed calling attention 
to the Japanese objection and pleading 
that nothing be done at this time to 
listurb or impair the country’s rela 
(ions with a friendly nation.
